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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment mailed March 31 , 2003. Claims 11- 
20 were canceled without prejudice and claims 21-29 were added, rendering claims 
21-29 pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. Claim 29 is dependent upon previously cancelled claim 1 . 

Restriction 

4. Newly submitted claims 21-28 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: a process of 
making a holographic structure is a different invention than a holographic structure. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 21-28 are withdrawn from consideration 
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as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102(e) 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by McLaughlin 
(U.S. 6,210,766). 

McLaughlin discloses a container (package) having a laminate structure 
comprising a holographic film (column 4, lines 22-31) where Figures 1 and 2 show a 
cross-section of the holographic laminate film (column 3, lines 6-9). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102(e) 

7. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Witkowski 
(U.S. 6,327,801). 
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Witkowski discloses a hologram integrally provided on a package (column 3, 
lines 19-34) where a laminated film is provided on a package and the hologram is 
incorporated onto the laminated film (column 5, lines 31-65). 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Stober et al (U.S. 6,364,363) teaches holograms applied to 
packaging as a security feature (column 1 , lines 44-56), where films are laminated as 
composite packaging material (column 2, lines 5-25). 



Response to Arguments 

9. Objection to claims are withdrawn due to Applicant canceling the claims 12, 15 
and 16. Additionally, rejection made under 35 USC 112, second paragraph are 
withdrawn due to cancellation of claims 1 1 and 12. Rejection made under 103(a) as 
being obvious over Coburn Jr. '075 in view of Kay et al. '475 is withdrawn due to 
Applicant canceling claims 11-13 and 19-20. The rejections made as being obvious over 
Coburn Jr. '075 in view of Kay '475 and further in view of Verma '904 are also 
withdrawn due to Applicant canceling claims 14-17. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
